Dawnings of Civilization,

In the year 1840, about twenty years after the ad-
vent of the first American missionaries in Hawaii
nei, the king and chiefs promulgated a written Con-
stitutiva, It is some twenty yeare since American
missionaries landed at Apaisng, an islet of Micrope-
sia, far away over the Pacific to the westward of
Hawsii; and now by the wrrival of the Murning
Slar, we have received a copy of “*The Laws of
Apaiang, promulgated by- Kaieca, the King, March
20, I1877."" They are Lrief and simple, but doubt-
less well suited to the conditions of life among the
unsophisticated subjects of King Kaiea. There are
ten of these laws, as follows :

1—Murder Whoever shall
killed.

2—4 man’s wife. Whoever aball interfere with
the wife of another man shall be fined three pieces of
land.

3—Theft tn a house. Whoever shall steal from
another man's house, shall forfeit one piece of land.

4—Theft from cacther’s land. Whoever skall
steal from another man's land, shall be fincd cue
piece of unproductive or desert land.

O—Drunkenness. Whoever drinks the fermented
cocoanut toddy shall have cne piece of his land
stripped of its fruit.

G—Circulaling rumnors of Whoever shall
carry a report of war shall Lave ene piece of his land
stripped of ita fruit

T—Assanil and bullery. When a man assaults
another, if the injury be light, he shall be fined three
bundred cocoanute, and if the injury be heavy, the
government shall take possession of one of his lands.

8 _Assault wpon a house. Whoever destroys
houses shall be fined a thousand cocvanuts, and (hese
the government sball bave

9—Trespassing on fish-ponds. If one steals from
aoother man’s fish-pond, be shall be fined five hun-
dred cocownuts, and these the government shall have,

10—AMarriage. When a man has been married
by the missionary be cannot put awsy his wife, ex-
cept he be released from his marriage vows by the
missionary and the government.

EXCEPTIONAL WEATHER.

We are now within a fortnight of March, and
su far bave had none of our usual winter rains.
We speak of the Islands generally and of this
Island particularly ; for, while some few locali-
ties, as Kohala on Hawaii, and Makawao on
Maui, were lavored during December with
geveral copious showere, the pluvial gods have
withheld their favors
past six or seven weeks there has been an inter-

clsewhere. Duri ng the

ruption of the zcgular trades and a constant
succession ol light airs from the West and

North, with el nights and warm sunehiny
days. There have been a few light, misty
showcrs, bur the whole rain-fall
since the first of January, has amounted to only
44-100ths of an inch. During Jaouary, rain
fell on three days only, to the amount 17-100ths;
and up to February IMth, there were light
showers on three days, to the amount ol
27-100ths of an ipnch This, however, was in
the city; there was more rain io the upper part of
the valley. It may be that the coming epring
and sumwer wmonths will compensate for the
winter’s lack of supply.

To suppose that there is no
weaning in this silence, is to be guilty of a
wanifest absurdity.

THE CHINESE PROBLEM.

Of ull the guestions of the day which are
exciting the atlention of our npeighbors, East
and West, aod appareotly the most difficult of
solution, the ove of greatest interest is that of
Chinese lwmigration. This interest urises
chiefly from the political and social aspects of
the yuestion, and the difficulty of reconciling the
two (Anglo-Suxon and Cbhinese) civilizations
when they are brought in contact—the one being
sggressive, and the other paseive. One seeks to

| assimilate all its elements in one compact, bomo-
| geneous mass, while the other keeps apart, re.

sisting all advances or efforts to induce it to
unite with a civilization so completely its oppo-
site. This refusal to coalesce, has already led to
a great deal of viclence elsewhere, which bas
only served to add to the political complications
of a question demanding the utmost forbearunce
and wisdom %o eettle esatisfactorily to the rights
and interests of both, and bas arouted an antago-
pism s0 fiecrce that great wrong and injustice
have been done, and which threatens to lead to
far wore serious consequences than anything that
bas yet occurred. There is no denying the pro-
bability that refaliation on the part of the
Chivese people may at any time be resorted to,
to avenge the wrongs inflicted upou their coun-
tryweo abroad, leading to the probable sacrifice
of the commercisl enterprises located in China,
and tu the destruction or banishment of all

classes of foreigners settled in that yast Empire.
It js we]l knowp that Ching, in Ler egotism, bas

Fanyuer within lher borders, ond that it is only

to foreign commerce, These lacts being con-
ceded, it seens to us that the imj artinl and un-
binsed wind will allow that in the event of

painful vecurrences hinted at above, she will occu-
py the vantage ziound of baving been firgy
attucked, and of having acted in self-defense.

In view of the approaching session of the
Legislative Assembly, we give a very brief glance

at the aspect of tLi¢ guestion abroad, to show |

the Jight in which the perils connected with it
arc regarded, and thus, by the ezperience of
others, gain some knowledge of the proper course
for us to pursue in order to guard against the
dangers that lic before us. We repeat what we
have =0 often said, that, in our case, the great
and, indeed, principal danger lies in their great
disparity of sexes, with the consequent rapid de-
ol
upon the probable absorption by the Chinese of
a large proportion of the marringeable native
females. A very little reflection is sufficient to
convince us that this peril is not a fancied but
real one, and that it will soon have to be fairly
and squarely wet.

[t is the aggressive features of Apglo-Saxon
civilization, and the passive and egotistical
character of the Mongolian, that render a har-

Crease

monioue blending of the two so utterly impossi-
ble. This view, we think, has not been suffi-
ciently regarded, nor will it be in those coun-

tries where the interests of labor become
geriously affected by their contact. 1o the East-
ern States, the question has bheretofore been

regarded mostly from a philanthropie or religious
stand-point ; but on the Pacific Coust it is looked
upon by the mass of people, and especially by
the poor and laboring classes, rather from a
material and worldly point of view, and the
eventual conversion of the Chinese to Chris-
tianity is there regarded with a good deal of
skepticism.

It cannot be denied that Chinese cheap labor

hias built up various local industrivs in California, .
and led to profitable employment of capital in |

different ways; but the feeling is so general that
this bus been done at the expense and to the
injury of the poorer class of citizens thut but
little allowance is wade for the benefits received
frow the cheapening in price of many articles of
prime necessity formerly imported at high cost.
In Peru the Chinaman is degired and weleomed
as a valuable addition to the population. He
intermarries with the lower class of natives, who
do not appear to have any prejudice against him
un account of race or color, and onece married he
casily becowes a citizen, and thus mingles with
the population ol the country. But in Calfornia
aud Australia he keeps himselt aloof from all ties

tendiog to bind bim to the eountry, and as his |

unumbers are increasing so rapidly he is fast
becowing a menace to the community. Already
the people of Queensland have adopted a weasure
to check the overflow to which they are vpposed
un very much the same grounds that obtain in
California, by laying a tax wpon all Chinese on
arrival, intended to be nearly if not quite pro-
hibitory, and the Home Government has sane-
tioned it. California cannot do this, for such
legislation would be a usurpation of Congres-
sionul power, and consequently unconstitutional,
and which would be at once sct uside by the
Federal (Government that alone ;
hesides, il we are not mistaken, it would violate
one ol the clauses of the Burlingame Treaty.

The class of Chinese so much disliked in Cal-
tlornin and Australin i8 warmly welcomed in
Peru, and the Government is making strong
cfforts to fuster aud cncourage emigration from
China. It is estimated that there are already in
Peru about 80,000 Chivese, who are now well
treated,
country for labor being almost unlimited, this
element of population causes no anxiety for the
future.

But notwitbetunding all that has been suid,
the fuct remains that, for waut of some common
ground of assimilation and union, the Caucasian
and Mongolian races must and will continue to
oceupy a position of rivalry and hostility. With
the Chinaman in California and Australia there
is no tendeney to citizenship, no social blending,
no wingling of the two ecivilizations, o that the
foreign eclement may be incorporated with the
population of the country. He stands apart and
resists all advances, and will always do so. The
differences that separate him from the people
umong whom he sojourns are radical, and cannot
be overcome. Hence he is a disturbing element
in the hody politic which cannot be disregarded,

on groumd

aud the absorbing capacity of that

for it is every day becoming greater and more |

dapgerous as his nuwmbers increase.

Public attention
Australia is becoming awakened to the subject,
and io the former country the Cabinet and Con-
gress bave already eutered into a discussion of
the matter, and we doubt not some measure will

be adopted which shall cheek and mitigate the |

evils already prevalent from the excessive emigra-
tion of the Chinese tu the Pacific Coast, which
will be fuir and just to them, and not conflict
with the treaty which secures to them protection
in their persons and property.

It is high time for us to tuke some action to

guord ourselves from the perils before us, and |
which will most certainly overwhelm us if they |

are much longer negleeted. We do not believe
our people are willing to surrender their civiliza-
tion and its institutions to the disciples of

Confuciug, or that they will tumely consent to he |

swallowed up by a civilization animal in all its
instinets and heathen in its doctrines—a civil-
ization so utterly repugnant n its essential
features that it shakes society to ite centre
wherever it estublishes itsell. We are suff-
ciently warved by what is passing at the East
and West of us, and we beg our people and the
approaching Assembly to heed the threatening

dapger, and provide some adequate protection |

against it !
